Using the best report in the United 
States on the subject of labor conditions— 
the third report of the New York commis- 
sion on nonemployment—as a basis, I feel 
safe in making the same statements relative 
to conditions here, since they are substen- 
tially he same in Chicago ag in New York 
City. ; 

“This report Says that from 25 per cent 
to 30 per cent of thase who apply at charitable 
institutions for rélief every year have been 
brought to their destitute condition prima- 
rily through lack of work. If this percent- 
age could be reduced to 15 per cent or 12 per 
cent, the charitable institutions would be 
greatly helped. Private employment agencies 
it has been found can furnish work only to 
one person out of every four who wpply, 
while the state free employment agencies 
can furnish work only for one person out 
of every six. Last year sixteen private em- 
ployment agencies furnished work to 250,000 
men, one of these agencies alone finding 
employment for 90,000 people.

Calumet, Federation Plans to. 


Drive Out Loan Sharks. 


0 LAUNCH CREDIT UNION. 


Take German System as Model; Charge 
Is 2 Per Cent a Month. 


At a meeting of representatives of the 
shurehes in the Interchurch federation of 
the Calumet region held yesterday in the 
Methodist church in Whiting, a committee 
of five was appointed to take up the matter 
of establishing a cooperative loan associa- 
tion to take the place of loan sharks who 
prey on workers in the district. 

The scheme which the committee hag in 
hand was outlined by Henry 8.

“The census of 1900 found that W per cent 
of those engaged in manual and mechanical 
pureuits were unemployed at some time dur- 
ing the year. One-half of these were unem- 
ployed from one to t months annually, 
Thirty-seven and one-half per cent were 
unemployed from three te six months In 
New York City there is a constant over- 
supply of labor. About 40 per cent of the 
wage earners of New York City suffer from 
lack of work very year. Thie is an average 
loss of ten weeks per capita. The equivalent 
loss in wages is 20 per cent of their annual 
wages, if continually employed. 


Positions Go Begging. 

“The United States bureau of labor in the 
report for 1002 stated that of 4,270 families 
in New York City 66.2 per cent suffer from 
unemployment. Curiously enough, at the 
moment when thousands are out of work 
there is a considerable unsatisfied demand 
for labor. The evident reason for thisis that 
the unemployed are not trained to do the 
work in the vacant places. 

Trade unions have found that in ordi- 
nary years of business activity about 5 per 
cent of their members are unemployed in 
the busy season and fully 15 per cent in win- 
ter. In years of depression the number has 
reached as high as 36 per cent. 

The effect of nonemployment has been 
found not only to cause lose of earnings, but 
also to make men unfit for steady industry, 
It tends to make them tramps and vagrants. 
The unemployed often are Iikely to become 
unemployable. Our problem is not one of 
today or of tomorrow, but it is one to be 
worked on forever. It is one Involving the 
most vital issues of humanity.”

Senator 
Cummins is expected to control all of Iowa 
except two and perhaps three congressional 
districts. 

Senator Clapp has no doubt, from what he 
says, that Minnesota will cast its conven- 
tion vote for Col. Roosevelt, whatever efforts 
Gov. Eberhardt may make. 

Senator Poindexter of Washington says the 
sentiment in hig state is overwhelmingly for 
Roosevelt, and that Gov. Hay and Senator 
Jones, who today came out for the president, 
will find this to be the case when delegates 
are selected. The western part of Pennsyl- 
vania is seid to be solidly for Roosevelt, while 
a poll made in Philadelphia shows the colonel 
to be far ahead of t president in popular 
fancy. 


Penrose Faces Hard Fight. 
Senator Penrose realizes he will have the

“I make the prediction that Pennsylvania 
will cast its vote for Col. Roosevelt,” said 
Col. William R. Nelson, editor of the Kansas 
City Star, when he arrived here tonight from 
Philadelphia.

ACTION EXPECTED TODAY. 


Indications Are That Proposition 
Will Be Put Up to the 
Committeemen. 

. — 


The challenge of the Roosevelt leaders to 
hold a state wide or a Cook county prefer- 
ential presidential primary was not answered 
yesterday by the officials of the Chicago 
Taft club. The letter of Col. Chauncey 
Dewey, chairman of the Illinois Roosevelt 
committee, to David R. Forgan, president 
of the Taft club, was placed before the 
executive committee of the Taft organiza- 
tion, but no action was taken. 

As another meeting of the committee will 
be held today, it is probable some reply will 
be formulated, but it was the opinion of 
the Taft men as expressed at the Hotel La 
Salle headquarters that the challenge would 
not be accepted. 


Put It Up to Committeemen? 

It is probable the letter Mr. Forgan will 
send to Col. Dewey will be to the effect 
that the election of precinct committeemen 
by the people serves as a test of senti- 
ment and that it will be more binding than 
a preferential primary, which would have 
no force with the committeemen. 

The suggestion will probably be made that 
the Roosevelt and Taft. men place their 
ticket for committeemen in the field and 
allow the result to speak for itself. 

Mr. Forgan and other members of the 
executive committee refused to make any 
comment upon Col. Dewey's letter for pub- 
lication, but their attitude was plain as 
being opposed .to the holding of a primary 
upon the question of presidential candidates. 
The Young Men's Taft club was formed in 
the evening at a meeting at the Hotel La 
Balle. The club intends to extend its 
branches throughout the state. Word of 
the formation of oth Taft clubs came 
from Streator and from the Sixth ward. A 
French-Canadian club is also being or- 
ganized by Francois La Pointe. 


Plans for Massmeeting. 

Secretary of War Stimson, who will speak 
at the Taft massmeeting to be held March 
5, will arrive in Chicago that morning and 
will leave again for Washington the next 
day.

Denounces Proposition for Peo- 
ple to Annul Court Decisions. 


CALLS IT DANGEROUS IDEA. 


Maryland Senator Says Colonel Is Hos- 
tile to the Judges. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—Senator Ray- 
ner of Maryland today, in a speech in the 
senate, denounced Theodore Roosevelt's sug- 
gestion for the reversal of judicial decisions 
by popular vote as “ the most dangerous doc- 
trine ever brought forward by any one who 
has the slightest regard for the stability of 
our institutions and whose opinion is en- 
titled to any weight or respect.”’ 

He declared he did not speak as a parti- 
san, because he believed the Republicans 
could nominate no man who would be easier 
to defeat. 

“In this address of the ex-president,”’ he 
seid, there are a number of suggestions, 
such as the election of senators by the peo- 
ple and primary elections for the nomina- 
tion of political candidates, with which I 
agree. What I desire to caii attention to 
today is a unique and original conception 
which he advanced upon this occasion and 
which I quote literally.” 

He then quoted from Mr. Roosevelt's speech 
at Columbus, O., the passage declaring the 
decision of a state court on a constitutional 
question should be subject to revision by 
the people. 


Charges Hostility to Courts. 

People who regard this merely as a flip- 
pant and impulsive utterance of a candidate 
for public office who is trying to attract pub- 
lic favor are making a great mistake,“ the 
senator went on. In my judgment the ex- 
president has been reflecting over this propo- 
sition for years, and, contrary to his usual 
custom, it is the result of profound study and 
investigation upon his part of the judicial 
history of the country. 

He has always been hostile to the de- 
cisions of the courts whenever they conflicted 
with his own views, and he has over and over 
again in private and in public given ex- 
pression to his opposition to them. 

“When Mr. Roosevelt was president he 
was not allowed to influence and control the 
decisions of the courts, and they declined to 
pass under the domination of his arbitrary 
and impertous will. Of course, judges are 
only human; they have made mistakes, and 
their adjudications are not divine; but one 
thing they have done to their eternal credit, 
and that is that they have stood as a bar- 
rier between him and dictatorial usurpation. 


Sees Peril to Constitution. 

“During the whole of his administration 
he had an idea lingering in his mind that it 
was the duty of the courts to carry out the 
policy of the executive branch of the govern- 
ment, and this belief was connected with an- 
other idea, and that was that sO far as ex- 
ecutive functions were concerned he was su- 
preme, unlimited by the specifications of tho 
instrument that created them.“ 

The senator said he had written a few 
amendments to the constitution for the ex- 
president which he would like to offer “if 
he is again called to the throne.’ These 
amendments, which he read, would invest in 
the colonel all the powers of government, leg- 
lslative, executive, and judicial, in order 
that he might properly govern the people 
„ho have called upon me to preside over 
their destinies.” 

In conclusion the senator said: 

“Tf we are to pass again under his yoke, 
with his outstretched arm over the seat of 
justice ready to strike it down, then in my 
judgment it would have been better if the 
constitution had never been framed and its 
authors had never attempted by an appor- 
tionment of constitutional functions almost 
perfect in their allotment to construct an 
indossoluble union of indescructible states.”

State Committee Names April

Action in Securing Arsenal Held 
to Mean Democrats Will Go 
to Peoria on Same Date.

The Republican state convention will be 
held in the state arsenal at Springfield on 
April 19. The convention will elect eight 
delegates-at-large and eight alternates-at- 
large to the Chicago convention, name four 
electors-at-large for Illinois, choose three 
candidates for trustees of the University of 
Illinois and adopt a platform. 

All of this was determined yesterday, in 
accordance with statutes in such cases pro- 
vided, by the Republican state committee in 
perfunctory session, at the Hotel La Salle. 
Seventeen members of the committee were 
present in person or by proxy. The list of 
proxy holders was notable. 


Candidates Have “Lookouts.” 
The committee was not long in session. 
There was no question over the indorsement 
of any candidate for the governorship or for 


United States senator and no lineup was 


necessary. Lieutenants of all of the candil- 
dates were on watch, however, prepared for 
any emergency which might have arisen. 

Chairman Roy O. West presided and Sec- 
retary Edward St. Clair kept the records. 
John C. Ames was looking after the Cullom 
interests and State Senator Edward C. Curtis 
was the lookout for Len Small and the Lori- 
mer interests. None ofthe Lorimer commit-, 
teemen was represented personally or by 
proxy. 

Means Democrats to Peoria. 

Preémption of the Springfield arsenal by 
the Republicans means undoubtedly that the 
Democratic state convention, which must 
meet on the same day, will be held in Peoria. 

The basis of representation was fixed at one 
delegate for each 400 votes cast for Presi- 
dent Taft in 1908 and one for a majority 
fraction thereof. This makes a convention of 
1,575 delegates, the same size as the conven- 
tion of 1910. 


SHERMAN AND CULLOM COMING. 


United States Senatorial Campaign Is 
Soon to Be in Full Blast in 
Chicago. 


The United States senatorial contest wul 
become a factor in the Chicago campaign 
today when Lawrence Y. Sherman arrives to 
take personal charge of his Chicago head- 
quarters at the Hotel La Salle. Senator 
Shelby Cullom is expected from Washington 
some time this week and, according to his 
campaign managers, will take the stump.”

All Have Their Off Days 


HY the efficiency of an office boy im- 

proves at a high rate for the first 

week and slumps thereafter was ex- 

plained by Prof. Walter Dill Scott of 

Northwestern university terday at 
a luncheon of the Executive club. he reasons 
apply not only to office boys, but to others, 
accerding to Prof. Scott, who indulged in phys- 
ical and mental tests with five students of 
Northwestern university.

. The principal causes for slumps in efficiency 
as give: by Prof. Scott in the fourth of a 
series of lectures on Psychologyse0f Business” 
may be: 

Loss of novelty in the work. | 

That further improvement in the work 
depends on the utilizatiop of more. and 
more complicated mental processes. 

Because time must be taken eut to allow 
for the formation of a habit or for the more 
perfect organization of this new knowledge

When increase in efficiency is dependent 
on continued efforts of the will, because 
voluntary attention can not de sustained 
for a long period. :

“We all have slumps in efficiénc®” said 
Prof. Scott. “We should not be discouraged 
when we see them, either in ourselves or in 
our employés. We must make conditions such 
tat the slumps will be of as short duration 
as possible. Many boys, learning telegraphy, 
for example, will find themselves going back- 
Often when they do 
not realize that it is merely 4 stage in the de- 
velopment, they will become discouraged and 
give up.” 

Prof. Scott told of expe te he had made 
in finger and thumb tests for efficiency with a 
dynamometer and of adding tests. He and 
five students of Northwestern university in- 
ereased their éfficiency approximately 100 per 
cent in thirty days. There were definite slump 
periods in both the physical and mental tests.

“The German is getting more for his money 
in Germany than the citizen of any other mod- 
ern country, and Germany now is not only the 
military center of Europe, but also the selen- 
tific, musical, and in some respects, the com- 
mercial and educational center.“ according to 
Dr. Edmund Janes James, president of the 
University of Illinois. He went through Chi- 
cago yesterday on his way to Urbana from a 
tour of Europe. 

He stopped at the Union League club. He 
said his trip was for the purpose of in ting 
educational institutions of, Europe f ideas 
for at the University of Illinois. 

“The University of Berlin,” he said, al-

“Nearly every county in the state of Illinois 
ie represented among those students. Why 
cannot we educate those students at home, in- 
stead of sending them so far afield? 

“In all these measures for higher education 
in the fine arta, philosophy, technology, music, 
and science, the emperor has been a most in 
portant factor. He is not simply an energetic 
war lord determined to keep Germany at the 
head of thé procession in a military way, but 
also an enthusiastic, liberal, progressive sup- 
porter of whatever is-highest and best in .

Economical Housekeeping 
Dried Fruits. 

BY JANE EDDINGTON. - 

GREAT number of housewives would 

have to see with their eyes and taste 

with their teaspoons the perfectly beau- 

tiful looking and delicious tasting sauces, 

' or we might call them praserves, that 

may be made with dried fruitse-——by. those who, 

know how—before they would believe such per- 


fection possible. * rar — 
An exhibit of such before several women’s

clubs, around and about, has recently been made 


by Mra. Frances A. Seeley, expert in fireless 
eookery, which contained such fruits cooked 
as absolutely near perfection as one could ever 
hope to see them, with spiced péaches rivaling 
those made from fresh fruit, and with the 
spiced prune, highly excellent, a relish that now 
is so popular. . 

As Mrs. Seeley’s directions produce such su- 
perlatively fine results they are worthy of the 
widest dissemination, espetially since they con- 
tain fundamental principles of help to any one 
who would cook dried fruit, even without a 
cooker. : 


— 

“ Preparation: Pick over fruit carefully, 
cover with plenty of cold water, and let stand 
for about minutes to soften any dirt. 
wash in at least three waters, rubbing lightly 
between the hands. Lastly, turn into a colan- 
der or sieve and rinse. Return fruit to kettle, 
cover to twice its depth with cold water, and 
soak eight to ten hours or overnight. Longer 
than twelve hours destroys the flavor. 

Peaches. e brands af peaches will peel 
after soaking. Slip the skin off with the fingers 
and drop each half peach thus peeled into an- 
other kettle until all are done. Then strain the 
water in which they are soaked back over them. 
This prevents scraps of skin disfiguring the 
clear juice, and the fruit thus carefully pre- 
pared quite repays the extra trouble. 

“Spiced Prunés (quite. delicious with cold 
meats)—Two pounds prunes, four and one-half 
cups of sugar, one ¢cup of prune water, two 
cups of vinegar, one-half teaspoon. whole all- 
spice, one-half teaspoon whole cloves, Use the 
best grade of prunes. Wash and cover with 
fresh cold water. FEoak eight hours or over- 
night. Drain and prepare a pitkling sirup of 
the vi r and the water in which the prunes 
were @ Add sugar and spice, boil. ten 
minutes, pour over prunes. Boil five minutés, 
then in cooker eight hours of all night. Re- 
move from cooker, let cool in sirup, and stand 
for twenty-four hours iré using. Do not use 
too much water in 30 prunes, as only one 
cup is used with the vinegar. The balance may

PROSECUTOR LOSES POINT. 


Court Orders Full Transcript of 
Government Evidence Given 
to Indicted Man. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 27.—Clarence 8. 
Darrow, the Chicago attorney indicted for 
jury bribing, suffered both a loss and a 
gain in court proceedings involving charges 
against him today. 

The loss was the expected plea of guilty 
which Bert Franklin, the former McNamara: 
detective, entered to a charge of attempting 
influencing of a juror in the trial of James 
B. McNamara, the dynamiter, now serving 
a life sentence in San Quentin penitentiary. 
Franklin's plea was taken as proof that he 
would be the state's chief witness against 
Darrow. 


Victory for Darrow.

trict attorney must furnish Darrow with a 
full transcript of the evidence upon which 
the grand jury indictments against him were 
based before the court would set the trial 
of the accused attorney. 

The Franklin case came up first. Franklin 
pleaded guilty to g attempted to influ- 
ence Robert Bain, fe first juror sworn in 
the McNamara The charge of having 
actually bribed Bain was dismissed, and the 
trial of Franklin on the accusations of hav- 
ing attempted to bribe George N. Lockwood, 
@® prospective juror in the same case, was 
postponed for ninety days. 


Court Reverses Decision. 

Darrow's yictory came in the afternoon. 
Judge Hutton at that time reversed his own 
former ruling that the districtattorney need 
not provide the indicted attorney with a full 
transcript of the grand jury proceedings. 
His opinion nullified the appeal from his 
former one that Darrow's attorneys had 
made to the District Court of Appeals. 

‘The court's action caused District Attorney 
Fredericks to assume personal charge of 
the case. Fredericks greeted Darrow in a 
friendly manner when he entered court. 
Later they had a confidential talk with their 
hands on each other's shoulders.

. Singlair, spent several years on this side 
of the Atlantic as secretary to the Earl 
of Aberdeen, when the latter was gover- 
nor general of Canada, has just ex- 


changed a seat in the cabinet as secretary 
for Scotland for the governorship of Madras 
it is because he is far from being a rich man 
and that, Whereas the secretaryship of Scot- 
land, 
came into power, at the end of 1905, carries 
with it a salary of $10,000 a year, which is 
little on which to support a peerage, 
governor of Madras enjoys a salary of $50,000 
& year, with allowances and perquisites, 
amounting to as much more.

The governor of Madras is not called upon 


to entertain nearly so much as the governor 


of Bombay and Bengal, or the viceroy of 
India, and is usually able to lay aside about 
$20,000 or $25,000 a year. As he is appointed 
for a term .of fiye. years, this constitutes 
quite a ‘handsome nestegg on his return to 
England. 

> 

The only serious drawback to the office 
is that it carries with it an obligation to 
remain in India until the conclusion of the 
term. The same obligation is incumbent upon 
the generalissimo of the troops in India, and 
upon the generals in command of the mil- 
itary forces of Bombay and Madras respect- 
ively. 

When the Duke of Connaught (now gov- 
ernor general of Canada) commanded the 
troops at Bombay, the government of the 
day had to secure the passage of a special 
act of parliament in order to enable him 
to return home to attend the jubilee cele- 
bration of his mother, Queen Victoria. 


~~ 

It is no secret that Lord Pentland aspired 
to the viceroyalty of India, which is worth 
more than twice the amount of emoluments 
of the governorship of Madras. But the late 
King Edward was so firmly convinced that 
Lord Hardinge was the best man for the 
job (a conviction shared by King George) 
that the government was obliged to yield 
to the sovereign, to accept the contention of 
the crown that the viceroyalty was a ques- 
tion of imperial importance, rather than of 
party spoils, and to consent to the nomina- 
tion of the wholly unpartisan Lord Har- 
dinge. 

Lord Pentland issa grandson of Sir John 
Sinclair, the sixth baronet of Dunbeath, and 
a cousin, therefore, of the present holder of 
the baronetcy. Indeed, Lord Pentland is the 
third heir to this dignity and to the entailed 
estates around Wick, in Caithnesshire. 

He is a son of the late Capt. George Sin- 
clair of the Indian army, saw active service 
as a captain of the Fifth lancers in the 
Egyptian war of 1882 and again in the Sou- 
dan expedition of 1885, and waa, in turn, 
private secretary to Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, when secretary of state for war, 
to the viceroy of Ireland, and to the gover- 
mor general of Canada. He had the good 


fortume to give great satisfaction to his 


various chiefs.

It is a family that traces 
baek its ancestry to the middle of the ninth 
century, and figures prominently on almost 
every page of Scottish history. In fact, 


_there are few names with more sanguinary 


associations than that of Sinclair. 

The fourth peer of the line was perhaps the 
worst of the race. With the assistance of 
his cousin, Lady Isabel Sinclair, he con- 
trived to poison the Earl and Countess of 
Sutherland at a supper which he gave in 
their honor, then coolly denounced his ac- 
complice, testified against her, and witnessed 
her execution. He next kidnaped young 
Lord Sutherland, who was only. fifteen years 
old, and forced him to marry his homely 
daughter, a woman of uncertain age and of 
more than questionable reputation. 

His son, Lord Berriedale, master of Calth- 
ness, is on record as having strangled his 
younger brother, William. In fact, the an- 
nals of the house of Sinclair in the middle 
ages constitute one long list of tragedies, 
plots, and counterplots. 

In olden times the estates of the earldom of 
Caithness embraced the entire northern 
portion of Scotland, from see to sea, and in- 
cluded the Orkney islands, which were then 
subject to the suzerainty of the Norwegian 
crowa. But owing to the fact that, for the 
space of a little over a hundred years, no 
less than four collateral branches have come 
to the succession, all the estates were by 
degrees alienated from the earldom. 

When the present Lord Caithness guc- 
ceeded, in 1891, he found himeéif without 
a single rood of land in Scotland, ali his 
property consisting of his ranch in North 
Dakota, where he has made his home for 
the greater part of his life, only visiting the 
United Kingdom at intervals, 2 a couple 
of years ago, he inherited from @ maternal 
aunt the castle of Auchmacoy, in Aberdeen- 
shirg, along with ite park, a considerable 
amount of landed property, besides an in- 
come to the tune of $30,000 a year. 

He has never married, is now about fifty- 
three years of age, and his next heir is his 
brother, the Hon. Norman Sinclair, a law- 
yer; and after him another brother, the Rev. 
Charles Sinclair, a Gloucestershire village

Manager Sends Queer Red 


Inked Appeal to Couneil 
Finance Committee. 


„READ BETWEEN LINES.” 


Hopes “Plain Statement” Will 
Find a Willing Far“; 
Wants New Contract. 


Manager John Eberson has written an a9 
peal to the council finance committee for a 
renewal of the Chicago Reduction company 
contract. The city pays this corporation 
$47,500 a year to reduce all garbage delivered 
to its plant at Thirty-ninth and Iron streets. 

The appeal has @ queer tone and begs the 
aldermen to read between the lines“ Tho 
manager says that he submits “a plain 
statement of facts, which he hopes will find 
a willing ear (the last two words in red 
ink). He continues that he also sends papers 
and reports giving “‘ authentic information 
and reliable proofs of our claims, and then 
adds: 

“There is a good deal more that I could 
say, but I will leave it to you to read between 
the lines, and I stand ready to be interviewed 
in person on points not quite clear and need- 
ing explanation.” 

In his statement Manager Eberson refers 
to the company as the faithful servant ™ of 
the city, with a “‘wonderfully well equipped 
plant in an ideal lotation.” 


Much Red Ink Used. 

In one part of the argument appears this 
“plain statement of facts 

“The city of Chicago has at all times 
checked up and watched the work of the 
Chicago Reduction company and compared 
the same with other cities, and the writer 
entertains the fondest hopes that the exist- 
ing arrangement and conditions are found 
to be satisfactory by the department.” 
Existing arrangement and conditions 
are emphasized by being in red ink. 

Mr. Eberson says additions and improve- 
ments are necessary. Regarding those he 
says: 

“The sum of $112,000 worth of improve- 
ments are necessary to accomplish the re- 
sults that are desired by the company and 
made imperative by the city contract. It 
is a great injustice [red ink] to require a 
company to make an investment of $500,000 
and then give the privilege to operate for 
five years only [red ink]. The contract we 
have with the city expires in about eighteen 
months, and it imposeible [red ink] to 
finance these improvements unless the city 
realizes the emergency and will grant a re- 
newal of contract.“ 


Wants “Short Renewal.” 

The extension desired is for three years 
and three months from the expiration of the 
present contract, or about five years from 
the present time. 

“The company,” reads the statement, 
“desires this short renewal [red ink] of 
contract for no other reason [red ink) than 
tc be able to\finance the necessary (red ink) 
improvements, and if at the expiration of 
this contract the city of Chicago [red ink] 
should desire te operate its own garbage 
plant amicable and agreeable arrangements 
could be made with this company for the ac- 
quirement of the company's plant, so favor- 
ably located and so wonderfully well 
equipped.” 

Manager Eberson asserts that his company 
is being unfairly attacked.

The failure on the part of the engineer- 
ing and managing influences that controlled 
the company in the first few years of its ex- 
istence to economically and loyally design | 
and operate the plant, made it necessary for 
the stockholders to elect into power miore 
dependable,-more energetic, and more effi- 
clent officers; and it ig the intent of this re- 
port to caution you against acceptance of 
statements and propositions coming from the 
above mentioned officers that have left the 
employment of the company because they 
were unable to be of any benefit to this or- 
ganization 80 far as the stockholders were 
concerned as well as our liability to the city.

II- 
nois’ vote in the conference will be cast 
against whitewashing athictes convicted of 
professionalism. The senate committee of

Goodenough, conference representative, made 
this statement tonight. 

The committee disapproved the whitewash- 
ing resolution because of the belief that 


conferring so much power on athletic boards might 
provoke much dissension because of a lack of 
uniformity in acting on cases. Most of the evi- 
dence reported to the conference was of infractions 
by athletes who are not in college. Of course 
there were some cases of present day athietes, 
The charges against any Illincis athletes will be 
acted on in due time.

LIGHT ON EXPRESS CHARGES. 


American Company's Rates Approzi- 
mately Three Times That for Carry- 
ing First Class Freight. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.~—The Amer- 
ican Ewpress company rates are substan- 
tially three times the Grst class freight rates 
of railroads. 

This fact was developed today at the inter- 
state commerce commission's investigation 
of the rates and methods of express com- 
panies. 

J. H. Bradley, vice president of the Amer- 
ican, said his company never had made a 
rate less than two and a half times the first 
class rail freight rate.

Affects Welfare of Country. 

The commercial growth and welfare of 
community, stata, or country depends 
upon the facility and efficiency of ite com- 
‘munleation with the outside world, This 
benim undatton is talen care of in this coun- 
try by the postofiice department, and what 
the nervous system is to the human body, the 
raitway mail service is to the postoffice de- 
partment. It can plainly be seen that if this 
special branch of the service is not in the 
best shape possible, that it not only affects 
the postoffice department but the growth and 


immediate welfare of the entire country. 


Giess of the foregoing facts, I have 
data in my possession which tends to show 
that within the last year there has been more 
unworked or stuck mall, and consequently 
more delays in the delivery of the mail than 


‘at any other like period in the history of 


the mail service in the northwest. 

The departmental records, if published, 
would certainly not justify any such idea of 
efficient service as President Taft seems to 
think exists. I also notice that he praises 
the postoffice department for showing a sur- 
plus of $219,000. I hate to prick this bubble: 
but as a matter of fact, if the war! mail 
Clerke had been paid for the entire “ per 
diem” for which they signed, there would 
have been a deficit shown in the postmaster 
general's report. This is but a single item 
in a single branch of the service. 


Delays on Milwaukee Lines. 

Now as to trains which are arriving at 
terminals with unworked mail on board, I 
will mention first of all the Milwaukee lines 
running between. Chicago and Minneapolis, 
known as the Chicago and Minneapolis rail- 
way postoffice. My necords show that this 
railway postoffice has arrived at its western 
terminal at least 100 days during the last 
year with mail unworked because of under- 
manned crews, causing a resultant delay in 


the delivery of the mail all the way from 
‘four to twenty-four hours to all classes of 


mail. 

This railway postoffice carries the largest 
portion of the mail from the east for delivery 
in the northwestern states, also that orig- 
inating at Chicago for these states. Hun- 
dreds of pouches of letters and thousands of 
sacks of papers have arrived at the western 
terminal unworked on this one line alone. 
Figure out how this helps the efficiency of 


the service and the business interests of the 


northwest. 


Force Still Ineufficient. ( 
Because of the publicity given this fact 


dy this office, the postoffice department has 


added a@ few more men, but the force 18 still 
insufficient. In order to make it appear that 
the present force cam handle the mail the 
chief clerk at Chicago has at different times 
ordered that all mail that cannot be worked 
by the men on the train be held in Chicago 
for the train following, making a delay of at 


least seven hours in the delivery at St. Paul. 


Minneapolis, and the west. This is, without 


a doubt, one of the causes of the delay to 


your papers destined for northwestern points. 

The investigation of the records of this 
department would show many other cases 
of a like character. It is absolutely impossi- 
ble to bring all of these cases of poor service 
and the reasons therefor to the attention of 
the public without the codperation and testi- 
mony of the employ és of the department. and 
this, under existing regulations, cannot be 
inasmuch as these employés, by 


shortcomings of the department, are either 
bet out of. the service or blacklisted. 


Says He Can Prove Assertion. 

So you can plainly see why a thorough in- 
vestigation of this department should be in- 
stituted. If such an Investigation were to be 
held I would be more than glad to prove my 


assertion that nearly all railway postoffices 
in the northwest have gone into their re- 


spective terminals with more or less un- 
worked mail at different times during the 
last year. I might add that at the present 
writing I am not in the service, otherwise I 
would not dare to make these statements. 

In case you or any of the business public 
care to take this matter up with me in detail, 


shall be pleased to furnish concrete cases 


and conclusive evidence.
